Two Hundred Fifty Cars Navels, 60 Cars of 
Miscellaneous Oranges and Grapefrpit, 
300 Cars of Valencias Yet to Go 





_ With every indication that the citrus ¢rop 
will bring between four and five million dollars 
to the West End of San Bernardino Coutny, 
orange and lemon shipments are continuing 
with all markets holding strong. 

Today’s estimate issued by Manager H. B. 
Harlow of the 0. K. Exchange gives 250 cars 
of navels yet to go forward from the associa- 
tion members of the Exchange. There are 60 
cars of miscellaneous oranges and grapefruit; 
300 cars of Valencias. 

Shipment of lemons is continuing without in- 
terruption, an average of 30 cars per week be- 
ing maintained by the O. K. Exchange. 

Asked for an estimate of the approximate 
amount of money the remaining citrus fruit 
would probably bring, Manager Harlow stated 
to a News representative, “It would be out of 
place for me to make such an estimate, for it 
might bring much less than I would estimate 
or it might bring much more. 

“Citrus fruit in this district is in excellent 
condition, the markets are holding strong, and 
as this district has more fruit than any other one 
district in Southern California the result should 
he one of the best we have had in many seasons. 
stimating financial returns is difficult, but 
I had rather estimate it too low and surprise 
our growers, rather than estimate too high and 
have them disappointed.” ‘

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Grapefruti for Cow Feed 


In a copy of the Clearwater, Fla., Evening 
Sun is an article telling of the use of grape- 
fruit, ground, for feeding cattle. Here in 
California we have better uses for our grape- 
fruit, or other citrus produets, although there 
may arise, of course, conditions under which 
culls could be thus employed. Here is the 
article in question: 

‘To most Floridians it is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that cows and stoek of nearly 
all kinds are fond of oranges and grapefruit 
in the state in which the fruit comes from the 
trees, but it seems that not until recently has 
it oeeurred to anyone to attempt to manufac- 
ture these products into cattle and general 
stock food nor to investigate its food value or 
whether it would be healthful or otherwise. 

To a resident of Porte Rico is due the credit 
of discovering a way to dry grapefruit and 
grind it into stock food. Reference to the 
method is made by Mr. O. W. Barrett in a 
letter to the San Juan, Porto Rico, El Tiempo 
(‘The Times’’) recently, and which says: 

‘“*A year ago this plant made a few hun- 
dred-weights of grapefruit meal, utilizing the 
waste material from a canning factory in that 
city. There were no records of its having 
been actually used before, not even in Florida 
and California, and although the Department 
of Agrieulture and Labor had no doubt of its 
wholesomeness and value as a new cattle food, 
it was necessary to test it out on the livestock 
of the Division of Agricultural Development 
before definite statements could be made to 
the public. Now, after giving it a thorough 
trial both as an ingredient in mixed feeds and 
as a pure product by itself, it can be safely 
recommended as an excellent food for cattle. 
pigs and horses. 

‘* * At present, a new experiment is in prog- 
ress. Some 8000 grapefruits from the Guay- 
nabo Agriculture Farm have been turned into 
the plant and are being dried and ground. 
There are really four parts to a grapefruit— 
the pool, the seeds, the ‘rag,’ and the juice 
which ineludes the pulp cells. The two ‘first 
constituents are easily handled in the factory; 
the ‘rag’ does not dry well but it contains 
considerable sugar and some digestible fibre: 
the juice and pulp presented the only really 
efficial problem.’ ’’

It is in the home that character and high 
ideals are best developed. The right kind of 
home-life makes for true success in life, and 
means progress for the nation as a whole. 

To own a home and to make it convenient 
and attractive, a home where health and hap- 
piness, affection and loyalty prevail, brings 
out the best that lies-in every member of the 
family. 

Saving for home ownership, for instance, 
develops thrift and self-denial; a thing of 
lasting value is kept in the foreground, and all 
energies are bent toward attaining it. Hours 
devoted to keeping a home in good repair, in 
making improvements that beautify it or 
lighten the burden of housekeeping, develop 
persistence and thoroughness, and bring more 
direct returns as well. Neatness, order, and 
cleanliness are invaluable habits, and the care- 
ful observation and forethought needed to in- 
sure lasting satisfaction from money spent 
for decoration, furnishing, and equipment can 
be applied in many other ways. 

Parents who save in order to own their 
home are able to look forward with confi- 
dence to a happy old age, whereas the great 
majority who do not save become dependent 
on someone else as they grow older. It is 
by the familiar experiences of family life that 
thrift, honesty, straightforwardness, and self- 
discipline are best instilled. 

In the crowded life of today there is dan- 
ger that we may lose sight of high standards 
for the home and the stimulus they afford. 
We all do better when we have a high ideal 
to live up to. The Better Homes in America 
movement aims to give practical demonstra- 
tions of comfortable, healthful, and attractive 
homes and to direct attention to the means 
by which family life may be elevated. It 
recognizes, however, that it is not the wish but 
the will; not sentimental desire, but vigorous, 
well-judged leadership, that moves our na- 
tional life forward. The campaigns provide a 
means by which the men and women and chil- 
dren of our cities and of our farms may co- 
operate to encourage and facilitate home- 
building, reduce needless drudgery in house- 
hold operations, increase good sense or bal- 
ance in furnishing or decorating the home. 
raise standards, where necessary, in housing 
and family life, and, especially, foster the fine 
ideals of the American home. 

The 1924 campaign for Better Homes in 
America was greater than ever before. It 
reached every state in the Union; it pene- 
trated rural districts and towns and cities. 
Fifteen hundred local committees worked with 
a most inspiring zeal for public service, to 
protect and raise the standards not only of 
the home but of the community and the na- 
tion as well. 

As we enter the 1925 campaign for better 
homes, I hope that every American commu- 
nity will consider partiepation. The move- 
ment concerns every householder, every home- 
maker, every citizen. I bespeak active eo- 
operation with the local chairmen on the part 
of all persons or groups interested in the 
home—of public officials, schools, churches, lo- 
cal civic associations, trade associations, and 
elubs. The home is the concern of all, and 
everyone should welcome the opportunity to 
contribtue to its welfare. The local commit- 
tees are widely representative and _ strictly 
non-commercial in character, thereby avoid-

General Manager William E. Mallalieu of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters was 
recently invited to talk to the National Fire 
Waste Council. Commenting on his remarks, 
the Insurance Field said he handed them an 
idea that illuminated the heavens of financial 
economy like an atrora borealis. ‘*‘Tmagine,”’ 
said he, ‘‘the situation if the eminent Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, as the representative of 
the American people, started each day’s work 
by causing to be thrown into the bottomless 
reaches ‘of the Atlantic ocean forty-one liv- 
ing persons and a load of gold pieces worth 
$1,500,000—an amount equivalent to the per 
diem average of our national destruction by 
burning! The country would first stand 
aghast and then would call for an immediate 
investigation by an authority on mental dis- 
eases. And yet the American public is staging 
practically the same performance every day 
in the year. 

‘What, in effect, is the difference? In one 
case the lives and good treasure would be. lost 
to society; in the other, equivalent lives and 
value are actually cast to the four winds. It 
is no figment of the imagination, but a con- 
crete occurrence. The sum total of destruc- 
tion is made up of fires scattered over our 
land from coast to coast, so that the people at 
large fail to absorb the full picture that rep- 
resents our national ash-heap and apparently 
are unable to grasp its true significance.’’ 
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A Light That Failed 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

Some educators and citizens in Missouri 
saw a light, but the eyes of the members ot 
the Legislature were dim and the light fail- 
ed. We need just such a light in California, 
but it would doubtless fail here also the first 
time an effort was made to have the Legis- 
lature see it. The light was the principle 
that education is a state matter and not one 
of purely local interest. There is great illit- 
eracy in the mountain sections of Missouri. 
There is illiteracy in the mountain sections of 
California. There has been much talk here 
as there about doing something to remedy il- 
literacy, but always when it is done it is 
something which helps the populous districts 
the most. To those who have is given. 

Figures show that the counties having the 
largest school population and the most high 
schools also have the lowest school taxes. 
Counties with Wt one high school or none at 
all are levying more than twice the school tax 
rate of counties having a dozen or more. This 
anomalous state of affairs results largely from 
the fact that the state school fund is distrib- 
uted proportional to average daily attendance. 
Counties whose schools are able to keep open 
nine months with large enrollment get almost 
all the money, while the poor and sparsely 
settled districts which can support a school 
but two or three months get but a little drib- 
let. So, in spite of the fact that the poor dis- 
tricts tax themselves 100 per cent more for 
schools than do the rich ones, they are un- 
able to secure the schools. 

We have been able to place the state high- 
way system on a state basis and to recognize 
that the wealthy sections must pay for the 
roads in the thinly settled and mountainous 
section, and that this is an equitable arrange- 
ment for the common welfare. The same at- 
titude should be held towards the educational 
system, and state funds should be used where 
needed the most and not on a purely Joeal 
and population -basis. That is the only »way 
illiteraey can be successfully attacked, . Help 
should go where it is really needed, not mere- 


ly to reduce taxes where there is ample abil-- 


ity to maintain good schools. We need in 
this matter a greater solidarity and a wider 
loyalty.

When that time comes in any town a very 
big forward step will have been taken in 
health, attractiveness and wholesome commu- 
nity life.

* Manufacturers who have looked 
into the matter predict for the 
eanning machinery concern a fu- 
ture equally bright with that of 
the Hotpoint plant of the Edison 
BPlectric Appliance Company, which 
put Ontario on the manufacturing 
map of the United States, and 
peach canners and growers are 
convinced that the Wilcox ma- 
chine will literally revolutionize 
the peach industry to their mutual 
benefit. 

The pitter is the invention of 
George Wilcox, mechanical en- 
gineer of the company, and has 
only recently been perfected by 
himself and his associates after 
several years of endeavor. The 
three principal points which ap- 
peal to those who have investigat- 
ed the merits of the pitting ma- 
chine are: First, the fact that it 
is a great labor-saver; second, its 
increase in yield of cases epr ton; 
and, third, its increase in quality. 

It is claimed for the pitter that 
with its use a girl operator can 
turn out from five to eight times 
the amount of fruit she could pit 
by hand. Furthermore, the ma- 
chine has been brought to such a 
high state of perfection that it 
hugs the pit and removes it with 
a minimum loss of fruit, which by 
actual test has resulted in an in- 
crease of from six. to ten cases of 
the finished product per ton. And 
lastly, it does the job so neatly 
that the fruit is not torn or mut- 
ilated as by the hand process. Re- 
ports from canners who have tried 
out the machine indicate that the 
use of the pitter results in an 
actual increase of from $15 to $22 
a ton in the value of the fruit, 
and this naturally must revert 
back to the grower and consumer 


jas well as to the canner. 


While the operations of the 
California Machinery Company to 
date in Ontario have been ’so quiet 
that few have realized the strides 
they have been making, their per- 
fection and production of the Wil-~ 
cox machine has attracted the 
most widespread attention. Gov- 
ernment experts have investigat- 
ed its merits and representatives 
of various concerns from as far 
away as Australia have come here 
in an effort to contract for con- 
signments of the pitter. The de- 
mand among California canners is 
said to be fractically unanimous 
and a leading eastern canner has 
asked to be permitted to have the 
first shipment to leave the state. 

Heads of the company admit 
that they are already busy with 
plans for materially increasing the 
capacity of the present plant, 
which will be an absolute neces- 
sity to handle the business already 
in sight. With the completion of 
the present consignment of forty 
machines in time for the coming 
peach season, immediate steps will 
he taken to put the factory on a 
real production basis with en- 
larged quarters and a greatly in- 
creased payroll,

SANTA FE OFFICIALS 
DECLARE BRIGHT OUTLOOK 


WwW. J. Black, passenger traffic 
manager of the Santa Fe railway 
system, who has just returned to 
his headquarters in Chicago fol- 
lowing several weeks’ survey of 
conditions in California, declared 
that the good rains and very fav- 
orable conditions from the Oregon 
line to San Diego had brought 
about a most cheerful feeling 
among both the business and the 
agricultural classes.

RECOVER STOLEN 
ORANGE SHOW 
BONDS 


The $2,000 in Orange Show 
ponds stolen from Senator Ralph 
E. Swing’s safe in the Swing & 
Wilson law offices a month ago, 
were recovered Wednesday by 
Sheriff Walter A. Shay when Fran- 
cis Tudsen, 18 years old, confessed 
to Los Angeles detectives an 
amazing series of burglaries. Mr. 
Swing is Upland’s city attorney. 

Surprised in the act of entering 
an office in Hollywood Sunday 
night, the youth opened fire on a 
police chauffeur, but was captured 
when Detectives Page and Neece 
cornered him in a hallway. 

After the detectives iearned 
that Tudsen had recently rented 
a safety deposit box in a down- 
town bank in Los Angeles, the 
youth confessed that he had bur- 
glarized a score of offices in 
Southern California in recent 
weeks, obtaining loot worth many 
thousands. In the safety deposit 
box were found the Orange Show 
bonds, a watch stolen from Attor- 
ney Grant Holcomb’s office, a re- 
volver stolen from M. L. Cook’s 
office and $1,000 in Martnette & 
Olibe bonds, believed to have been 
stolen in the safe robbery in Sena- 
tor Swing’s office. The young 
crook asserted. that. the robbery 
of the Garner building offices was 
the only “job’ he committed in 
San Bernardino, but in his re- 
markable confession told detec- 
tives that he rifled scores of of- 
fices in the south, always working 
alone. 

Although Tudsen claims to be 
but 18 years old, detectives be- 
lieve he is years older, particular- 
ly because of his knowledge of 
the stock market and the value 
Tudsen laughingly 
told the officers that he placed the 
Orange Show bonds in the safety 
deposit. box because he realized 
they were “too hot to handle in 
Southern California.” Tudsen ad- 
mitted that he was formerly an 
inmate of the Ione state reforma-
